MARKET  REVIEW 


Primary  distributors  delivered  984,000  tons  of  sugar,  raw  value,  during 
September  1974,  according  to  preliminary  reports.     This  was  39,000  tons 
less  than  the  1,023,000  tons  delivered  last  September.     Distribution  for 
the  week  ending  Oct.   12  totaled  212,000  ton?  as  compared  with  197,000  tons 
for  the  same  week  in  1973. 

Preliminary  reports  show  sales  in  1974  through  Oct.   12  of  9,230,000 
tons.     This  compares  with  9,135,000  tons  and  9,034,000  tons,  respectively, 
during  the  same  periods  of  1973  and  1972.     However,  at  year-end  1973  there 
were  6,000  tons  of  sugar  constructively  delivered,   i.e.,  sugar  sold  and 
charged  to  quotas  during  December  1973,  but  physically  delivered  in  January 
and  February  1974.     Constructive  deliveries  totaled  130,000  tons  in  1972 
and  88,000  tons  in  1971.     Therefore,  physical  deliveries  through  Oct.  14, 
1974  totaled  9,236,000  tons,  compared  to  9,265,000  tons  and  9,122,000  tons, 
respectively,  delivered  through  Oct.   12,  1973  and  1972. 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  totaled  147,448,000  hundredweight 
during  January- August  1974.     This  was  an  increase  of  1.6  percent  over 
the  same  period  last  year  with  increases  occurring  in  four  of  the  five 
geographic  regions.     The  West  had  the  greatest  increase,  3.7  percent,  followed 
by  the  North  Central  which  was  up  2.6  percent.     Deliveries  in  the  South 
and  Mid-Atlantic  regions  were  up  0.8  and  0.04  percent,  respectively.  The 
New  England  region  showed  a  decrease  of  1.1  percent  below  deliveries  for 
the  same  period  last  year. 

Twenty-nine  states  received  more  sugar  during  January- August  1974  compared 
with  those  months  of  1973,  while  21  states  received  less.     There  were  eight 
states  with  reported  increases  of  more  than  100,000  hundredweight.  Illinois 
had  the  largest  increase,   1,208,000  hundredweight,   followed  by  California 
up  653,000,  Michigan  up  450,000  and  Delaware  up  432,000.     Of  those  states 
where  reported  deliveries  were  smaller  during  the  first  eight  months  of 
1974,  compared  with  those  months  of  1973,  Missouri  had  the  largest  decline, 
343,000  hundredweight,   followed  by  Indiana  down  253,000  and  Georgia  down 
195,000. 
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Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  on  hand  by  all  primary  distributors 
on  Sept.   28,   1974  was  1,008,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to 
preliminary  reports.     This  was  192,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier, 
but  29,000  tons  more  than  at  the  end  of  September  a  year  ago.     Beet  processors 
stocks  of  349,000  tons  were  172,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier,  but 
74,000  tons  more  than  a  year  earlier.     Cane  sugar  refiners'    stocks  of 
raw  and  refined  sugar  were  reported  at  645,000  tons  or  32,000  tons  less 
than  last  month,  but  9,000  tons  more  than  last  year. 

Based  on  Oct.   1,   1974  conditions,   the  Departments'  Crop  Reporting 
Board  estimated  that  the  prospects  for  the  1974  sugarbeet  production 
improved  slightly  during  September.     The  forecast  of  23.1  million  tons, 
as  detailed  below,   is  6  percent  less  than  1973.

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Harvest  is  underway  in  all  areas  of  California.     In  the  mountain  and 
northern  plains  states,  harvest  was  just  beginning  Oct.   1.     Good  weather 
favored  the  Colorado  and  Idaho  crops,  and  cool  weather  at  the  end  of  the 
month  improved  sugar  content. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  estimated  1974  sugarcane  production  for 
sugar  and  seed  at  25.7  million  tons,  as  detailed  below,   down  4  percent 
from  the  September  estimate  and  1  percent  below  the  1973  production.

Hurricane  Carmen  flattened  much  of  the  cane  in  Louisiana,  especially 
in  the  mid- state  parishes  along  the  coast.     The  cane  has  straightened 
up  very  well,  but  some  losses  in  harvesting  are  expected  from  breaking  of 

the  cane  and  cutting  of  the  stalks  higher  than  normal.     Planting  for  the 
1975  crop  is  nearly  completed.     The  Florida  crop  made  good  growth,  and 
cutting  for  seed  is  active.     Hawaiian  harvest  made  good  progress  in 
September.     Dry  weather  continues  to  affect  a  substantial  acreage  in 
the  northern  portion  of  the  island  of  Hawaii. 

Louisiana  sugar  mills  started  grinding  cane  Oct.  7,  and  the  Texas 
factory  started  operations  Oct.   19.     Florida  is  expected  to  start  grinding 
on  the  first  of  November. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Hawaii  through  Sept.  21,  1974  totaled 
777,712  short  tons,  96°  basis,  compared  with  940,308  tons  produced 
through  Sept.  22,  1973  and  897,307  tons  produced  through  Sept.  23,  1972. 

The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to 
New  York  (No.   10  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange), 
was  strong  at  the  end  of  September  and  averaged  33.71  cents  per  pound 
for  the  month.     This  was  an  increase  of  1.11  cents  from  August  and  up 
207  percent  from  the  September  1973  average  of  10.97  cents.     The  average 
price  for  September  was  266.3  percent  of  the  price  objective  as  specified 
in  the  Sugar  Act. 
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The  spot  quotation  for  ra-vi  sugar  has  continued  strong  during  October. 
On  Oct.   1  the  spot  was  set  at  34.00  cents  and  cn  Oct.   2-4  it  was  up  to 
34.15  cents.     A  big  jump  of  85  points  on  Oct.   7  put  the  price  quotation 
at  35.00  cents.     The  quotation  was  unchanged  on  Oct.  8,  but  was  stronger 
to  35.75  cents  on  Oct.   9-10.     The  price  was  up  to  36.20,  37,00  and  37.75 
cents  on  Oct.   11,   15,  and  16,  respectively^ .     The  price  bounced  up  175  points 
on  Oct.   17  to  the  high  level  of  39,50  cents  and  on  Oct.   18  the  price 
quotation  was  set  at  40,00  cents.     The  Oct.   1-18  average  of  the  spot  price 
was  36.03  cents  as  compared  with  11.12  cent?  for  the  same  period  last 
year . 

Members  of  the  Nsvj  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  voted  in  favor 
of  a  New  Domestic  No.   12  p-jgar  futures  contract.     The  new  market  whuh 
started  trading  on  Oc",       will  run  alongside  tht  pr'^.sent  No.   10  and  11 
Contracts  .  but  eventually  wii  '   replace  the  No,  10.     There  will  be  r.o  nav 
months  opened  in  No,   IC  and  no  ^..-rjra  costs  for  traders  to  carry  contracts 
from  No.   iO  into  12  sliould  tlie     ime  come  to  drop  No.   10  futures.  The 
basic  differences  between  the  two  contracts  involve  delivery  points. 
The  ports  of  Baltimore  and  New  Orleans  have  been  added  to  the  ports  of 
New  York  and  Philadelphia  as  called  for  in  the  No.   10  contract.  Although 
most  of  the  details  of  the  No.   12  contract  have  been  revised,   they  are 
for  the  most  practicable  purposes  similar  to  the  terms  of  the  No.  10 
contract , 

During  the  period  under  review,  announcements  of  increases  were 
made  in  the  quoted  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  100-pound 
paper  bags-- the  basis  pack.     On  Oct,  8,  a  cane  sugar  refinery  announced 
a  price  increase  of  1.35  cents  per  pound  to  42.20  cents  effective  immediately 
in  the  Northeast  ,  Southeast  ,  Gulf,  Southwest  and  Chicago-west  territories. 
However,  business  was  accepted  at  the  preadvanced  price  of  40.85  cents  for 
shipment  through  close  of  business  on  Oct.   11.     Another  quotation  of  44.45 
cents  was  announced  to  becom.e  effective  at  close  of  business  Oct.  18. 

Beet  sugar  refiners  in  the  East  were  quoting  the  price  for  100-pound 
bags  at  36.50  cents  per  pound  on  Oct.   1.     This  price  was  increased  by 
2.00  cents  on  Oct.  8.     In  the  Chicago-west  region,  the  wholesale  price 
was  also  increased  to  the  same  level  but  on  Oct,   7.     An  increase  of  3,00 
cents  per  pound  was  announced  on  Oct.   14,  to  become  effective  at  the 
close  of  business  on  that  date.     This  set  the  new  quotation  at  41.50 
cents  on  Oct.  15. 

The  quoted  wholesale  price  for  100-pound  bags  of  refined  beet  and 
cane  sugar  in  the  Pacific  Coast  region  increased  3.00  cents  per  pound  to 
38.00  cents  on  Oct.  7.     On  Oct.   10,  the  quotation  for  refined  cane  sugar 
was  increased  to  41.00  cents,  and  beet  sugar  refiners  followed  with 
the  same  increase  on  Oct.  11. 
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The  price  quotations  for  beet  and  cane  sugar  in  the  Intermountain 
Northwest  region  increased  from  35,00  cents  to  58.00  cents  effective 
at  close  of  business  Oct.   11.     The  quotation  was  increased  another  3.00 
cents  on  Oct.   15.     This  brought  the  new  price  up  to  41.00  cents  per  pound. 

Sho^^m  below  are  the  price  quotations  on  Oct.   15,  1974  for  refined 
sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  lOO-pound  bags  and  in  bulk  by  regions. 
Significant  variations  of  actual  price  from  the  quoted  price  may  be 
found  in  certain  regions,  reflecting  competitive  discounts.

The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound 

paper  bags  averaged  37 . 16  cents  per  pound  in  September,  up  from  34.88 

cents  in  August  and  15.36  cents  in  September  of  last  year  for  an  increase 
of  142  percent  for  the  12-month  period. 

The  spot  price  for  world  bulk  raw  sugar  (No,   11  Contract  of  the 
New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)   f.c.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean 
ports  averaged  34.35  cents  per  pound  during  September,  up  from.  31.45  cents 
in  August  and  9.01  cents  in  September  of  1973.     The  world  spot  has  been 
very  strong  during  October  ranging  from  36.00  cents  on  Oct.  3  to  40.20 
cents  on  Oct.   18.     For  the  period  Oct.   1-18,  the  price  averaged  37.67  cents 
an  increase  of  294  percent  from  the  9.57  cents  for  the  same  period  last 
year, 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 

Oct.   11,  1974  the  determination  of  fair  and  reasonable  prices  for 
the  1974- crop  of  Louisiana  sugarcane  which  raises  the  basic  price  for 
standard  sugarcane  from  $1.05  to  $1.06  per  ton    was  announced  today  by 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture; 
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The  department  also  announced  that  the  maximuni  processing  fee  for 
sugarcane  damaged  by  a  general  freeze  has  been  increased  from  $3.90  to 
$6.40  per  gross  ton  of  cane  to  more  nearly  reflect  current  factory  operating 
costs . 

The  change  in  the  basic  price  adopted  in  the  1974  determination  is 
expected  to  increase  the  growers'   share  of  total  returns  to  a  level 
approximately  the  same  as  their  share  of  the  total  costs  of  producing 
and  processing  sugarcane. 

Basic  price  per  ton  of  standard  sugarcane  is  $1.06  for  each  one-cent 
per  pound  of  rav  sugar  determined  on  the  basis  of  the  weekly,   season's  or 
delivered  -average  price.     Producers  also  receive  a  molasses  payment 
based  on  the  weekly  or  season's  average  price  of  blackstrap  molasses  and 
the  most  recent  5-year  average  extraction  of  molasses  per  ton  of  cane. 
The  processor  must  elect  the  pricing  basis  for  raw  sugar  and  for  blackstrap 
molasses  in  writing  to  the  Louisiana  State  Agricultural  Stabilization  and 
Conservation  office  not  later  than  Oct.  29,  1974. 

The  period  for  determining  the  season's  average  prices  for  raw 
sugar  and  molasses  is  Oct,  4,  1974  through  April  10,  1975.     The  period 
for  determining  the  delivered  average  price  of  raw  sugar  is  Oct.  4,  1974 
through  Dec.   31,  1974  for  1974-crop  sugar,  raw  value,  marketed  by  the 
processor  in  1974,  and  Jan.   1,  1975  through  Feb.   20,  1975  for  1974-crop 
sugar,  raw  value,  not  marketed  in  1974.     The  raw  sugar  and  molasses 
prices  used  as  the  basis  for  sugarcane  pa3mients  are  those  quoted  by  the 
Louisiana  Sugar  Exchange,  Inc. 

The  Department  stated  that  no  adjustments  are  being  made  in  area 
freight  differentials  pending  a  final  ruling  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  and  a  ruling  by  the  Louisiana  Public  Service  Commission  on 
the  level  of  freight  rates  on  raw  sugar  that  will  be  in  effect  for  the 
1974  crop.     The  regulation  will  be  amended,   if  necessary,  to  reflect 
the  increased  rates  when  finally  determined.    (See  Oct.   18,  1974  Federal 
Register) 
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HIGHLIGHTS  OF

1.  September  1974  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.S.  consumption 
987,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  145,000  tons  from 
August  1974  and  down  35,000  tons  from  September  1973.     January- September 
1974  deliveries  8,844,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  up  105,000  from 
January- Sept ember  1973.     Final  data  for  August  1974  deliveries  1,132,000 
short  tons,  raw  value--previously  published  as  1,128,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'   stocks  September  28,  1974  were  1,008,000 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  29,000  tons  from  the  end  of 

"September  last  year,  but  down  192,000  tons  from  August  31,   1974.  During 
August,  refiners'   stocks  decreased  32,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks 
decreased  172,000  tons,  mainland  cane  processors'   stocks  decreased 
52,000  tons  and  importers  of  direct-consumption  sugar  stocks  increased 
less  than  500  tons. 


^3.     Charges  to  quotas  January  1  through  September  30,  1974  were  8,369,897 
tons  leaving  a  balance  of  4,130,103  tons  to  be  supplied  within  the 
12, 500, 000- ton  total. 

4.  January- August  1974  deliveries,  as  compared  with  January-August  1973 
were  up  1.6  percent  with  increases  occurring  in  four  of  the  five  geographical 
regions.     The  West  had  the  most--3.7  percent,  followed  by  the  North  Central 
up  2.6  percent,  the  South  up  0.8  percent  and  the  Mid- Atlantic  up  0.04 
percent.     The  New  England  region  was  down  1.1  percent.

5.  Through  Oct.  5,  1974  the  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (for  consumption 
at  retail) ,  candy  and  confectionery  totaled  approximately  102  million 
'pounds  or  about  61  percent  of  the  12-month  calendar  year  quota.  About 

85  percent  of  the  9-month  quota  of  117,587,155  pounds  was  filled.
